Humphrey (D-Minn) said 
today

Humphrey called the Tennessee 
{Senator "definitely the pace-setter 
in the race at this stage.” and add­ 
ed "it becomes more dubious all 
the time whether he can be stop­ 
ped—and I certainly don’t want to 
stop him.” 
Stevenson Is Prospect 
Humphrey said he still 
hasn't 
made up his mind whom he will 
support al the Democratic conven­ 
tion, "but I certainly 
have 
the 
friendliest regard for Estes Kefau­ 
ver.” 
On the other 
hand, 
Senators 
Lehman (D-Lib, N. Y.) and O’Ma- 
honey (D-Wyo) said in separate 
interviews they see no trend de­ 
veloping in favor of 
any 
candi­ 
date avowed or potential. 
Gov. Acllai Stevenson polled 
a 
fair 
sized 
Presidential 
write-in 
vote in the Illinois primary, but 
he was trailing 
Kefauver 
about 
seven to one. On the other hand, 
Stevenson showed greater strength 
in his bid for renomination as gov­ 
ernor than Kelauver did 
in 
the 
Presidential primary. 


Door Left Ajar 
President Truman 
has neither 
denied nor confirmed reports that 
Stevenson is his 
personal choice 
for the nomination. Stevenson has 
said he is running only 
for 
re­ 
election as governor, but he has 
left the door ajar 
for 
a 
White 
House bid. 
Besides 
Kefauver, 
announced 
candidates for top place 
on 
the 
Democratic 
ticket 
are Senators 
Richard Russell of 
Georgia 
and 
Robert S. Kerr of Oklahoma.

Bevan warned the same delay­ 
ing tactics w’ill be used

every conservative bill, including 
the routine appropriation for or­ 
dinary administrative functions, if 
the

"insists 
upon 
forcing this 
legislation 
through 
the House.” 
He specifically demanded the 
government also drop its bills to 
turn the steel industry and long 
distance truck lines back to pri­ 
vate owners. Churchill earlier had

Bitter Court Battle Begins 
As Steel Mills Get In Gear 
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LANSING — MPI — Michigan’s 
legislature, a day away from its 
windup, took a 
breather

while Republican 
party 
whips 
tried to muster enough votes 
to 
overcome 
a 
sudden 
rebellion 
against tax measures in the House. 
At the same time, House-Senate 
conference committees fought out 
inter-cham ber disputes over men­ 
tal hospital funds and the elimina­ 
tion of state press agents. 
Tempers Get Ragged 
The House insurrection came in 
the late hours of a 17-hour m ara­ 
thon session. 
As tempers grew' 
short, 
Democrats 
teamer! 
with 
some Republicans to unexpectedly 
defeat tw'o of the package of five 
tax bills the Senate had approved 
to raise some $30,000,000 in new' 
revenue. 
Cooler heads prevailed on the 
House, however, to 
revive 
the 
measures for a possible 
second 
vote Friday. 
A three per cent transfer tax 
on used car sales, 
designed 
to 
raise $12,000,000, was the first to 
fall. 
Opponents doubted its con­ 
stitutionality and objected to tak­ 
ing away the school and munici­ 
pality shaje of the present sales 
tax. 
The vote was 45-40. 
Defeated on a 54-31 vote, short 
of the necessary two-thirds, was 
a bill to raise an estimated $7,- 
000.000 by reducing municipalities’ 
share of the intangibles tax from 
$11,000,000 to $9,500,000 and rais­ 
ing the rate of the tax half a mill. 
Bills Left Hanging 
Passed, not without some more 
skirmishing, 
were measures 
to 
raise $10,000,000 by raising the 
corporation franchise tax rate by 
half a mill and levying it on a 
new formula and to raise $1,000,-

Even a 
sizable total of popular votes in 
New Jersey for Taft would perm it 
his backers to claim a ‘‘moral vic­ 
tory.” 
Taft goes to the post next Tues­ 
day against Gen. Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower and former Minnesota Gov. 
Harold E. Stassen 
in 
the 
GOP 
primary. The election has a pre­ 
ferential 
ballot, 
a 
"popularity 
contest,” and it will name 38 dele­ 
gates to the Republican 
conven­ 
tion. 
The state organization 
slate, 
headed by Gov. Tlfred E. Driscoll, 
is listed on the ballot as unpledged. 
The governor, however, 
an­ 
nounced March 17 that he favors 
Eisenhower. 
Trickery Charged 
When the news reached Taft, he 
called Driscoll’s statement a piece 
of "political trickery,” tried 
un­ 
successfully to have his name tak­ 
en off the ballot, and closed his 
headquarters in New Jersey. Offi­ 
cially, there has been no campaign­ 
ing for him in the state. Actually* 
however, a good deal of work has 
been done. 
Eisenhower’s lieutenants are'op­ 
timistic, but by no means 
over­ 
confident. One of them pointed out 
that "the results of this election 
w’ill be wide open for interpreta­ 
tion, even if it turns out as 
we 
hope. If it doesn’t—well, no com­ 
ment.”

state police as required by the bill.

register. 
The measure carries a penalty 
of up to IO years in prison or 
$10,000 tine or both for failure to 
register by those who come under 
its provisions. 
The bill was given immediate 
el lect and will bec ome law as soon 
as the governor acids his signature. 
He is expected to sign within

few’ days. 
Albertson appeared in the gov­ 
ernor’s office to read a 19-page 
statement condemning the bill. He 
termed it 
"an 
unconstitutional 
monstrosity” and said it is "aim ­ 
ed against anything which 
apells 
progress.” 
"To register means to give up 
ti e tight x x x and become stool 
pigeons and informers,” Albertson 
laid.

LA PAZ, Bolivia— i/P) —Boli­ 
via’s 
army-officer 
government 
rushed troops from 155 miles away 
as fighting continued through the 
night in a revolt trying to over­ 
threw the Junta 
regime 
which 
seized power ll months ago. 
The rebels are backers of Victor 
Paz Estenssoro, exiled leader of 
the National Revolutionary Party 
(MNR) who w'on the most votes 
among six candidates in last year’s 
presidential elections 
but 
never 
gained office. 
Brig. Gen. Antonio Betone, in­ 
terior m inister in the military Jun­ 
ta, turned against hi« fellow offi­ 
cers and helped lead the revolt 
which began at dawn yesterday. 
At least 18 persons w ere killed and 
60 injured during the first day’s 
fighting. 
Most of the army reportedly re­ 
mained loyal to the military re­ 
gime. Its forces gathered strength 
at the El Alto airport garrison, on 


a plateau 2,000 feet above La Paz, 
and launched a night attack by 
bright moonlight on the rebels in 
the capital city. 
Gen. Hugo Ballivian, head of 
the government, reportedly took 
refuge with his garrison at the 
airport. The army also held Mira- 
flores garrison in La Paz, deny­ 
ing the rebels stocks of guns and 
ammunition there. 
The rebels, who included some 
army and police officers, report­ 
edly still held the Illimani radio 
station in La Paz. 
Radio appeals for workers and 
students to join the rebels drew 
little response. Residents of La 
Paz, a city of 300,000, crouched in 
their homes behind tightly shut­ 
tered doors and 
windows. 
The 
streets remained empty except for 
troops and truckloads of armed 
civilians. 
Built 12,400 feet above sea lev­ 
el La Paz is the ^world’s highest 
capital.

The Big Muddy 
spilled 
onto 
about IOO blocks of Pierre and all 
of Fort Pierre, a town of about 700 
persons across the river. Red Cross 
officials estimated about 1,600 per­ 
sons already w'ere homeless. 
It was Pierre’s worst flood in 71 
years. 
A crest of 25 feet was expected 
some time today. The Missouri 
stood at 23.6 feet at nine o’clock 
last night and the swirling water 
was climbing at a rate of .5 feet 
an hour. Flood stage here is 15 
feet. 
Army engineers 
issued 
flood 
warnings 
for 
downstream cities 
along the rampaging stream. The 
crest was expected to hit Sioux 
City, la., Monday or Tuesday, and 
swirl into Omaha, Neb., April 17- 
18. 
Mayor 
Ralph 
Henderson 
of 
Sioux City proclaimed an em er­ 
gency calling for evacuation of 
200 homes, the stockyards and a 
packing plant on Friday. Nation­ 
al Guardsmen were mobilized for 
the emergency. 
The weather bureau at Omaha 
forecast a crest two feet above the 


pro­ 
levees erected to 
tect that city 
and 
neighboring 
Council Bluffs, la. 
Water was up to three feet deep { 
in the Pierre 
business 
section, j 
Basement walls and foundations of i 
two business places caved in. 
Army "ducks” and Coast Guard 
boats hauled stocks from flooded 
stores arid evacuated residents of 
flood swept homes. A Coast Guard 
helicopter freed isolated ranchers. 
Mail delivery to Fort Pierre, three 
miles west of here across the riv­ 
er, also was water-borne. 
Those townspeople who hadn’t 
fled to higher ground came in hip 
boots or rowboats to pick up their 
mail. 
Water was four feet deep in 
downtown Fort Pierre.

suits under court rules. 
Corrupt Deal Claimed 
The rules allow 20 days for the 
defendant, in this case the govern­ 
ment, to reply to a suit. 
In other developments: 
1. President Truman 
declined 
comment at a news conference on 
a steel executive’s charge that he 
seized the mills in "a corrupt poli­ 
tical deal” with fhe CIO. 
2. However, Philip M urray, CIO 
president, called the statement by 
Clarence B. Randall, president of 
Inland Steel Co., "a malicious and 
deliberate lie * • * An insult to 
President Truman and me.” 
Truman said he wouldn’t inter­ 
fere with negotiations for a settle­ 
ment and that he wants an agree­ 
ment that will return the mills to 
private hands through the process 
of collective bargaining. 
The industry is vigorously pro­ 
testing its seizure by the govern­ 
ment. 
Even while heating up its 
cooled furnaces for full-scale pro­ 
duction, it prepared for a bitter 
court battle to overthrow, if possi­ 
ble. the seizure action Truman 
took. 
U. S. District Judge Alexander 
Holtzoff dismissed yesterday th* 
industry’s initial legal challenge 
of 
the 
seizure. 
Further 
court 
moves were in the offing, however. 
Injunction Denied 
The 
65-year-old 
federal judge 
denied the steelmakers a tempor­ 
ary injunction against the seizure 
but he emphasized he was not rul­ 
ing on its legality. 
He said the 
companies had not proved the seiz­ 
ure 
caused 
them 
"irreparable 
dam age.” 
In an angry attack on Truman 
and M urray, a top industry official 
said last night that seizure "dis­ 
charges a political debt to the 
CIO” and that Murray "now gives 
Harry S. Truman a receipt marked 
paid in full’.”

Cite Soil Care 


As Yield Boost 


With farmers of the Delta Coun­ 
ty Soil Conservation District being 
asked to increase their 1952 crop 
production six per cent, Clayton 
Ford, Cornell, member of the dis­ 
trict governing body, today point­ 
ed out that conservation farming 
is the best and surest 
way 
to 
reach this new goal. 
Of the six per cent increase, the 
Department of Agriculture esti­ 
mates that no more than two per 
cent can be produced on new land, 
by double cropping or by bring­ 
ing idle land into use. 
The rest of it must come from 
land already being farmed. 
"Soil conservation methods such 
as those recommended by our lo­ 
cal district are the best way to fill 
the remaining percentage 
Ford 
said. 
“Records in our local office show 
that corn yields can be increased 
seven bushels an acre simply by 
planting it on the contour. Reports 
from the soil conservation experi­ 
mental station prove that strip 
cropping has boosted yields 20 per 
cent and terracing has added IO 
bushels of corn an acre to pre­ 
vious yields," he disclosed. 
"1952 production goals should 
be met, but not at the cost of dam­ 
aging our land," he warned. 
“Fortunately, this isn’t neces­ 
sary. Spring is a hand and I hope 
that every farm er in our district 
will remember as he turns the 
first furrow that the way to great­ 
er production and 
nlore 
profit 
from his work is the soil conser­ 
vation way,” he concluded.

Pays 19,250,000 


NEW YORK— (AP ) —The final 
phase of an old partnership be­ 
tween a British inventor and a 
late Detroit industrial magnate has 
ended with the awarding of a $9,- 
250,000 judgment to Harry Fergu­ 
son, Inc., against the Ford Motor 
Co. 
British inventor Harry Fergu­ 
son had filed an 
original 
com­ 
plaint in January, 1948 charging 
the Ford Motor Co., with infringe­ 
ment of his patents on the Fergu­ 
son tractor and violation of anti­ 
trust laws. He asked for treble 
damages totalling $341,600,000. The 
suit has been described as the 
largest civil action ever brought 
in this country. 
Federal Judge Gregory F. Noon­ 
an, who has been on the case for 
over a year signed a consent judg­ 
ment here yesterday granting the 
Ferguson firm 9 V* million dollars, 
and directing the Ford company 
and other defendants 
to 
cease 
manufacturing their 
tractor 
as 
presently constructed by the end 
of the year. 
Thus the finishing touches were 
applied to a partnership between 
Ferguson and the late Henry Ford 
which began in 1939. In that ye?r 
the two men began to revolution­ 
ise the agricultural world with a 
powerful medium-sized tractor in­ 
vented by Ferguson and produced 
by Ford. 
Yesterday’s consent 
judgment 
also dropped all claims against in­ 
dividuals and corporations of con­ 
spiracy and violation of the anti­ 
trust laws.

G 
o v e r n m e n t a l seizure of th e steel 
plants by order of President Truman 
presents a legal problem of great complex­ 
ity and one which is of concern to every 
American. 
The President has not indicated by what 
legal authority he based his decision to 
take over the steel plants, other than the 
general statement that he acted under the 
federal constitution and laws and in his 
capacity as President and commander-in- 
chief of the armed forces. 
If there is specific legal authority for the 
President to seize the steel plants, then the 
controversy that is now developing could 
not exist. Many government attorneys have 
expressed their own doubts about the le­ 
gality of the seizure. If the President mere­ 
ly assumed the authority simply because 
he is President of the United States, then it 
is apparent that the rights of individuals 
as well as the basic principle of our free 
enterprise system are in 
dire 
jeopardy, 
subject to the whims of one man. 
The mess that has developed in the steel 
industry is the direct result of government­ 
al meddling. 
The Wage Stabilization Board, organized 
for the purpose of holding a line on wages,

CAB Delays Decision 
On U. P. Air Service 
A 
decision on the Upper Peninsula's com­ 
mercial air franchise will be delayed 
by the Civil Aeronautics Board in a deci­ 
sion announced yesterday and it is proba­ 
ble the delay will last at least another year 
The CAB by a 3-2 vote has decided to 
conduct a new hearing to determine the 
fitness of Nationwide Airlines of Detroit 
and Lake Central Airlines of Indianapolis, 
which are under common ownership, to 
operate between the two peninsulas of 
Michigan. 
Two members of the commis­ 
sion, 
including Chairman Donald Nyrop, 
opposed the reopening and sought an im­ 
mediate renewal of the franchise now held 
by Wisconsin Central Airline. 
How this development will affect Na­ 
tionwide Airlines’ flight plans remains to 
be seen. 
Nationwide suspended its flight 
schedule to the Upper Peninsula during the 
w inter but indicated that regular service 
would be resumed later. Of course, Nation­ 
wide anticipated an early decision by the 
CAB on its franchise application and this 
decision presumably would be a factor in 
determining whether flight schedules to 
the Upper Peninsula should be resumed. 
Now it is apparent that the entire matter 
will be delayed for a year or more. 
Adding further complications to the air 
service problem are the charges of techni­ 
cal violations of CAB regulations by Lake 
Central Airlines. These charges apparently 
form at least part of the basis for the deci- 
aion to reopen the hearings. 
The reopened hearing, incidentally, will 
begin in Washington on April 29 before R. 
Vernon Radcliffe, CAB examiner. 
Rad­ 
cliffe conducted the previous hearing in 
the case, held at M arquette, and his report 
to the commission favored Wisconsin Cen­ 
tral. It is unreasonable to assume that any 
developments since that time have caused 
him to change his own opinion in the case.

DRINKING AND CRIME 
(Green Bay Press-Gazette) 
Father George McKineny, a chaplain for 
seven years in Wallkill prison, has been 
studying the connection between criminal 
acts and heavy drinking of alcoholic bev­ 
erages. 
There is obviously a big connection, the 
chaplain reports. He said that of 2,000 pris­ 
oners, between 40 and 50 per cent were in 
prison directly ‘‘as the result of the abuse 
of alcohol.” 
Probably the WCTU and other dreamy 
groups out for national 
prohibition 
will 
scoop up the priest’s report. 
But, in de­ 
manding laws to stop drinking, they will 
miss the full import of the chaplain’s find. 
Over-indulgence in alcohol, 
like over­ 
indulgence in anything else, is a symptom 
of distress more often than a disease itself. 
This particular over-indulgence, tragically 
leads to such dulling of the senses 
that 
crimes are committed that a sober man 
would never stoop to. 
But stopping only 
the drinking, even if it 
were 
possible, 
would not cure the distress or stop a lot of 
the crimes. 
Alcoholics 
Anonymous, 
the most suc­ 
cessful cure for those who drink too much, 
depends upon belief in outside power for 
help and a day to day refusal to drink. Ob­ 
viously it goes to the source of the trouble 
by convincing the drinker that he is not 
alone, and his success, each day builds up 
his self-respect and hii confidence in him ­ 
self. And pretty soon he tries to help other 
drinkers. 
Father McKinney hopes that more AA 
units will be started in prisons. Already 
104 are in operation, and New York’s State 
Commissioner of Correction has 
favored 
chapters in all sixteen state prisons. 
The chapters may not cure only drunk­ 
ards. 
They may cure some chronic crim­ 
inals as well.

POLICE CHIEF FACES JAIL 
More than two years ago, Drew Pear­ 
son probing crime in California, dropped 
In at the recorder of deeds office in Fres­ 
no and asked to see the recorded proper­ 
ty of the city’s police chief, Ray T. Wal­ 
lace. He found that Wallace, making a 
aalary of only $450 a month, had accum­ 
ulated 16 ranches totalling 1,742 acres, 
plus three city lots, a hotel, a restaurant, 
and a tire-recapping shop. 
— On Jan. 24, 1950, Pearson printed these 
and other amazing facts about the way 
crime ran riot in that part of California, 
facts which local papers

He charged that Wallace was 
getting protection money and urged an 
income-tax investigation. 
Last week, more than two years later, 
W’allace went into federal court, 
pled 
guilty to tax evasion, faces 2 years and a 
$20,000 fine.

MORRIS'S FATHER-IN-LAW 
Two men who didn’t get to be Supreme 
Court justices were directly and indirectly 
involved in the McGrath-Newbold Morris 
controversy. 
One was Howard McGrath 
himself, who, when made attorney general 
two years ago, confidently expected to get 
the next Supreme Court vacancy. . . The 
other was Judge Learned Hand, recently 
retired from the U. S. Court of Appeals 
and one of the great 
judges 
of 
recent 
decades. Not involved in the dispute, Hand 
is Morris’s father-in-law , gave advice and 
moral backing. . . Hand is a Republican, so 
couldn’t make the court under Democratic 
presidents. McGrath didn’t make the court 
either, first because J u s tly Stanley Reed, 
expected to retire for health, 
recovered; 
second, 
because McGrath did so much 
marking time waiting for the court 
job 
that 
his 
Justice 
Department 
fell 
to 
pieces... On the credit side of McGrath's 
career is a fine record in antitrust suits 
and civil liberties. He never flinched at big 
business cases, nor hesitated to throw Jus­ 
tice Department weight behind 
religious 
and racial minorities. 
DIRTY LINEN FOR ROYALTY 
The Queen of Holland really got a choice 
eyeful of American dirty linen. First, the 
President had a row with one of his cab­ 
inet officers while awaiting her at the air­ 
port. Later at the state dinner given in her 
honor, the same cabinet officer told guests 
how he was being persecuted. Fortunately, 
McGrath didn’t talk to many people at the 
dinner, but to a few he vehemently

tested: “The White House clique is ganging 
up on me. They’re trying to dump all the 
corruption from other departments into the 
Justice Department.

Bursitis Is Inflamed Tissue 


Traced to One or More Injuries

Into The Past 


Two readers have recently asked for an- 
othei discussion of bursitis, and want to 
know whether there is a cure for this pain­ 
ful condition, and, if not, whether bursitis 
will disappear by itself. To answer the last 
question first, sometimes bursitis will dis­ 
appear of itself and sometimes not. 
The 
first question is more difficult 
and 
can 
only be answered by a general discussion 
of the subject. 
Bursitis 
often 
starts suddenly and in 
such cases the involved cavity is likely to 
be swollen and to contain a fluid, the na­ 
ture of W'hich depends on the cause. Acute 
or subacute bursitis brings tenderness and 
pain. 
In the more chronic conditions in 
which the fluid develops gradually 
and 
lasts for a long time, discomfort may be 
entirely absent. Diagnosis is 
not 
always 
easy. 
The most common causes of inflamma­ 
tion oJ a bursa or bursitis are single severe 
injuries or lesser but repeated ones. Kneel­ 
ing for a long time may effect a bursa just 
above the knee. In “tennis elbow” a bursa 
around the elbow is involved. 
What can be done for an inflamed bursa 
depends pertly on the cause and partly on 
tbs decree and type of inflammation. In 
the more acute conditions, complete rest 
■ 
by means of a splint, bandage, or cast is 
generally advisy. In those eases in which 


the swelling is great 
and 
the 
pressure 
causes considerable pain, 
the 
physician 
may have to remove some of the excess 
fluicf may return, such removal is likely to 
have to be repeated several times. 
Hot, W'et bandages may bring relief and 
heat in the form of diathermy is frequent­ 
ly extremely helpful. 
Deep X -ray treat­ 
ments have also been used in some cases 
with success. 
INJECTIONS SOMETIMES HELP 
Untortunately, 
some 
cases of chronic 
bursitis are resistant to all forms of treat­ 
ment. Injection of a local anesthetic into 
the bursa itsell is often useful but may not 
bring lasting effects. The injection of some 
irritating fluid, called a sclerosing solution, 
has been reported to be successful occa­ 
sionally. 
In the most resistant cases an operation 
involving removal of the entire lining of 
the bursa may have to be employed, but 
this more or less of a last resort. The suf­ 
ferer from a severe bursitis usually feels 
quite sorry for himself—and 
with 
good 
reason. 
Any small pocket lined by delicate tis>ue 
lying near one of the moveable joints of 
the body is called a bursa. Typical bursas 
are those above the knees, and around the 
elbows and shoulders and any of them can 
become inflamed.

Geologists 
have 
long 
suspected 
there was oil present, because the 
area met all the geological tests. 
Hundreds of thousands of years 
ago, it was the bottom oi a great 
ocean that stretched from Alaska 
to the Gull of Mexico. 
When the 
sea withdrew, vast pressures and 
bacterial action 
transformed the 
mud and silt—the remains ot bil­ 
lions 
of 
marine 
animals 
and 
plants—into pools of oil. 
Wherever oil is found, that is its 
history. The same ocean that once 
covered the Williston Basin also 
covered the known oil fields—like 
Louisiana, Texas, Oklahoma. An­ 
other clue 
was 
the presence in 
the region of sandstone and lime­ 
stone rocks, which can hold drop­ 
lets of oil in the tiny spaces be­ 
tween the grains. 
Geologists knew 
that all signs 
pointed to oil in Williston. But it 
was easier and cheaper to get it 
elsewhere. Williston is a remote 
area and it costs a lot to move in 
the heavy oil drilling equipment. 
It wasn’t until the cold war inten­

liston seriously.

WHEBE THE HORD “EASTER" 
CAME FROM 
Early Christian missionaries, in travel­ 
ing northward from Rome and Italy lo 
spread the gospel among

German 
tribes, found many pagan religious cus­ 
toms among those people. The missionaries 
were very wise, however. W henever possi­ 
ble, 
if they found those customs to be 
harmless, they quietly transformed them 
into ceremonies that would observe 
some 
Christian practice. 
In these regions they found that it was 
the custom among all the tribes to have a 
great festival on os- near the first day ol 
spring each year. This was in honor of the 
goddess 
of 
spring. 
Among some of the 
tribes her name was "Ostara,” but among 
th e Angles or Saxons she was kiunVn as 
“’Eastre.” 
The day was one of great rejoicing, cele­ 
brated by old and young 
with 
dancing, 
feasting, and games. Bonfires were lighted 
at dawn to celebrate the birth af a nevi ■ 
year, for spring marked a new year 
i i i 
thane times. Children hunted for eggs and 
for newly born rabbits, both of which, as 
emblems of fertility, honored the goddess 
to whom they were offered. 
The Christian missionaries were quick to 
see that the time of this pagan festival cor­ 
responded very closely to the tim e of th# 
observance of the paschal feast. They saw 
also that the customs were harmless and 
that the occasion could be readily altered 
to one of rejoicing over 
the 
rebirth 
of 
Christ, to His resurrection from tho grave. 
So, to this time among peoples who air 
descended from those 
ancient 
C.erinan 
tribes, childien still hunt for eggsu 
now 
fancifully decorated and colored, and still 
mark the day with baby rabbits. And lh* 
name of this long forgotten pagan goddess

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Advise Spring 
Shrub Planting 


EAST LANSING— Spring plant­ 
ing of shrubs is usually less risky 
than fall planting in Michigan, 
Joseph T. Cox, extension special­ 
ist in landscape architecture at 
Michigan State College, told home 
owners today. 
He said that they may be trans­ 
planted anytime while they are 
dorm ant—that is, after the leaves 
have fallen in the fall and before 
the buds 
open 
in 
the 
spring. 
Spring planting 
h e l p s 
insure 
plants starting growth promptly 
after the frost is out of the ground. 
When planting, all dried and 
broken roots should be cut clean­ 
ly and the branches should be 
thinned back to reduce the leaf 
surface by about one-third, de­ 
pending upon the am ount of roots 
lost in digging and root pruning. 
Holes should be dug large enough 
and deep enough to allow roots 
to spread out in their natural posi­ 
tion at the same depth the shrubs 
grew in the nursery. 
Cox points out that ornamental 
shrubs are the lihk between the 
tall trees and low-growing flow­ 
ers iii the yard. 
They are the 
“fillers-in” to form backgrounds 
and screens and to give enclosure 
to different parts of the yard. 
Several hundred 
varieties of 
shrubs are available from which 
to choose. They include evergreen 
and deciduous — those whose 
leaves fall in autumn. 
Cox sug­ 
gests 
getting 
recommendations 
from a good nurseryman as to the 
kind that will best fit the yard 
and pocketbook.

Mrs. Oliver said* her husband, 
William, an unemployed distillery 
laborer, was 
arrested 
Feb. 
24 
through erroneous identification 
as a purse-sn atelier. 
“I knew he was innocent,” she 
said in a statement, “but we had 
no money and I was helpless.” 
She said she went to a friend, 
Angelo Manos, owner of a down­ 
town bar, seeking help and he ad­ 
vised her to see Tilney and Pat­ 
terson, the investigating officer in. 
the case. 
Through 
Manos, she said, she 
promised to pay 
the 
detectives 
$200 to “fix” the case and paid the 
firs! $50 to Manos. 
A week later her husband was 
released because 
of 
insufficient 
evidence. The man who had said 
Oliver looked like the man who 
stole a woman’s purse admitted he 
made his report after he had been 
drinking.

Russia Rejects 
U. N. Commission 


PARIS—(ZP)—Soviet Russia, in 
its reply to the big three west­ 
ern powers, has rejected the idea 
of a United Nations

proposed instead creation of a big 
foiqr commission. 
The Soviet answer, made public 
by the French foreign office, re­ 
affirms the Soviet point of view 
as set forth in its original March 
IO note calling for a unified Ger­ 
many and big four talks for a 
German peace treaty. 
The March IO note proposed an 
immediate big four conference to 
write a peace treaty for all of 
Germany. The Russians promised 
to agree to a 
German 
army, 
navy and air force but ruled out 
any contribution of German mili­ 
tary might to the European army 
or the North Atlantic Treaty Or­ 
ganization. 
On March 25, the western big 
three replied with a demand that 
Moscow must allow free elections 
in all Germany before any four- 
power treaty could be discussed.

Germany’s permanent eastern 
boundary. 
The western powers assert that 
this line, drawn up at the Pots­ 
dam conference, is only tempor­ 
ary, pending final settlement bg a 
peace conference.

System Revised 
For Picking New 
State Police Boss 
LANSING— (ZP) —On the heels 
of the retirem ent of State Police 
Commissioner Donald S. Leonard, 
the House yesterday passed a bill 
revamping the procedure for fill­ 
ing that office. 
The measure, already approved 
by the Senate, requires Senate 
confirmation for the 
governor’s 
appointment of a new commis­ 
sioner and provides that commis­ 
sioners may be removed by the 
governor after a hearing. Present 
law permits removal of the com­ 
missioner only by the supreme 
court. 
A bill requiring cities to pass 
ordinances if they want to bar 
policemen from joining the fra­ 
ternal order of police barely pass­ 
ed the House 52-37. 
Reapportionment Losing 
The chamber for the second time 
defeated a proposed constitutional 
amendment to reapportion the leg­ 
islature, adding two new senators 
and ten new representatives. All 
Democrats and a few Republicans 
voted against 
the 
Republican- 
sponsored move. 
The House passed, 62-10, a bill 
abolishing the probate court fee 
system and raised probate judges’ 
salaries to 
roughly 
compensate 
them for the loss of the fees. 
Under the bill, the fees will be 
paid into the county general fund. 
New salaries range from $3,000 in 
counties of 7,500 or less popula­ 
tion to $17,500 in Wayne county. 
The Senate voted to:

The income tax saving, begin­ 
ning July I, will result from in­ 
corporation of the present 20 per 
cent defetfte surtax Into basic in­ 
come tax schedules.

Suggest Fertilizing 
Shade Trees After 
Frost Leaves Soil 
EAST LANSING—If your shade 
trees look undernourished 
give 
them a good meal of fertilizer as 
soon as the frost is out of the soil. 
For the job. Joseph Cox, Michi­ 
gan St a te College landscape archi­ 
tect, and Bill Love, MSC forester, 
recommend a high-nitrogen ferti­ 
lizer. 
They give an easy-to-remember 
rule for improving the vigor and 
health of shade trees: Apply three 
or four pounds of a 10-8-6 or 10- 
6-4 fertilizer for each inch of 
trunk diameter at a height of four 
feet above the ground. If the trees 
are less than six inches in diamet­ 
er. cut the ratio in half. 
Set the table w’ith a punch bar, 
making several small holes two 
feet apart and about 18 inches 
deep in the soil under the branch 
spread of the tree. Put a small 
amount of fertilizer in each hole. 
Water the holes well, 
then 
fill 
them in with peat moss or soil, the 
college specialists advise. 
Avoid letting the fertilizer touch 
the trunk or foliage of the tree 
because it may burn and cause in­ 
jury. If trees are growling poorly 
they need fertilizer about once 
every three years or less regularly, 
depending on their vigor.

What In The World? 


By L. EARLE DAVIDSON 
TEHRAN, 
I r a n — Mohammed 
Mossadegh, Prem ier of Iran, is a 
dying man, politically and physical­ 
ly. 
If he is still Premier six 
months from now, it will be one of 
the most surprising turns of fate in 
the world scene. 
Dr. Mossadegh is a gracious, 
stubborn and sick man. 
Wealthy 
in his own right, he does not need 
the financial reward of political 
office. 
As Prem ier he has re­ 
mained faithful to his own princi­ 
ples in the oil controversy with 
Great Britain, even though his 
stubborn refusal to give way has 
brought mass unemployment to his 
people and may in the end bank­ 
rupt his nation. 
* 
* 
* 
The Premier of Iran received us 
in his spacious but unpretentious 
home here in Tehran. 
With him 
were several of his cabinet mem­ 
bers, many of whom spoke very 
good English. Dr. Mossadegh re­ 
lied on his knowledge of French to 
converse with some of the folks in 
our party, but whenever he had a 
point which he wished to get across 
to all of us he had one of his asso­ 
ciates translate his remarks into 
English. 
At one time during the evening, 
Dr. 
Mossadegh 
dwelt at some 
length on the Iranian oil problem. 
He charged that the agreement 
made between the Anglo-Iranian 
Oil Co., and his country, back in 
1919, was obtained through bribery. 
He exhibited some correspondence 
written by the British minister in 
Iran at that time to the then Iran­ 
ian prime minister, Sardarr Man- 
sbur, relative to the sum of four 
million rials, reportedly taken as 
bribes to help get the treaty ap­ 
proved by the Majliss, or Parlia­ 
ment, and to facilitate its enforce­ 
ment. 
The correspondence is presumed 
to have been found after the Brit­ 
ish were ousted from the oil re­ 
finery offices here. Dr. Mossadegh 
said it was the first time they had 
ever been made public. 
• 
• 
• 
The Premier also read to us a 
statement made by Robert Lan­ 
sing. American Secretary of State 
at the Paris Peace Conference in 
August of 1919. 
At that time Sec­ 
retary Lansing laid: 
“The American efforts to open 
the way for the Iranian delegation 
to attend the sessions of the Paris 
Peace Conference to express their 
purpose and intentions to the con 
ference were in vain. 
Even the 
efforts of the Iranian nationalists 
in Paris to enter into negotiations 
with Lord Curzon were fruitless 
Meanwhile the British minister in 
Tehran concluded a secret treaty 
with a small group of Iranian poli­ 
ticians. 
This small group came 
into power immediately after the 
conclusion of the peace treaty, and 
consequently the Iranian delegation 
in Paris met with defeat. In brief, 
a very dangerous diplomatic scene 
was staged in Iran under cover.” 
•

During his discussion of the oil 
crisis, Dr. Mossadegh trembled as 
though he was about to collapse. 
That he feels very deeply the sin­ 
cerity of his convictions cannot be 
questioned. 
But the very tenacity 
with which he clings to his ideals 
may in the end prove his undoing. 
At this late date Mossadegh ap­ 
pears to be caught, between two 
fires. If he com p rom ises the issue, 
it will in effect be a compromise 
with Britain, and it is extremely 
doubtful that the people of Iran 
would hold still for that. 
On the 
other hand, if he refuses to com­ 
promise, his country is headed for 
certain bankruptcy. In either case 
he is doomed. 
Many times in the past the peo­ 
ple of Iran have been known to 
settle such difficulties with a care­ 
fully aimed bullet. 
Hence, even 
if his health holds through the 
crisis, which at times appears ex­ 
tremely doubtful, there are those 
who fear for his life at the hands 
of an assassin. 
• 
• 
• 
In the meantiime. Soviet Russia 
is pressing its case through cold 
war methods. 
Daily radio broad­ 


casts from the north urge the im­ 
poverished people of Iran to take 
m atters into their own hands. 
The 25-year-old caviar conces­ 
sion, through which Russia takes 
about 95 per cent of the caviar 
from the Iranian portion of the 
Caspian sea, expires in October 
of this year. We were fold in Teh­ 
ran that the caviar concession is 
almost as important to Iran finan­ 
cially as the oil production. 
Rus­ 
sia can therefore be depended up­ 
on to continue stepping up its pro­ 
paganda in preparation of a show­ 
down on that Issue, for it is known 
that Mossadegh also favors nation­ 
alization of the caviar industry. 
The next few months are there­ 
fore likely to be very critical ones 
in this part of the world. 
Out of 
continued poverty, only a growth of 
Communism in Iran can be ex­ 
pected. 
Thus it is not difficult to see that 
Prem ier Mossadegh is traveling on 
thin 
ice—very thin 
ice. 
If he 
weathers the storm it will be a 
miracle. 
Here is a nation in which Ameri­ 
ca could well afford to take an ac­ 
tive interest, not necessarily with 
money, but with brains. 
Someday 
the oil question must be resolved. 
It could be disastrous to world 
peace if Russia obtained Iran’s oil 
output merely because we failed to 
help resolve so important an issue 
while we still had time. 


War Must Wait Until 
Russians Are Ready, 
U. S. Communists Say

No Laughing Stock 
Under Hornsby tile Browns will 
be no laughing stock. 
They will 
be a colorful, fighting ball club 
and they will help attendance all 
around the American league. They 
will not finish last and they could 
finish as high as fifth if any one 
of several pitchers delivers as he 
has sworn to do for his manager. 
For some reason not easily dis­ 
cernable, Hornsby 
commands 
a 
fierce loyalty both from his young­ 
er players and from veterans who 
have been cast oft by other clubs. 
Several of the latter, in particu­ 
lar, such as shortstop Marty Mar­ 
ion and pitcher Tommy Byrne, 
can be counted upon to give it a 
terrific try. 
Perhaps they feel 
they have a common bond with 
the man who was an outcast for 
so long. 
Lives Baseball 
All the Rajah’s waking hours 
are devoted to baseball. 
In spring 
camp at Burbank he was up at 7 
a. rn. and demanded that everyone 
else rise at the same miserable 
hour — even the writers attached 
to his club. 
It took us two sul­ 
phuric mornings to convince the 
girl on the switchboard that we 
were a free literary agent. 
When he isn’t on 
the 
field, 
* Hornsby is sitting in the lobby 


with a 
toothpick between
